After cleaning the fabrics on filter circulation in the 
activated solvent, transfer the fabrics for extract- 
ing with the piping arranged to divert the 4°;

A. In any distillation, bubbles of vapor 
form in the boiling solvent bath. As 


these bubbles rise to the surface, they 
break and release the vapor. If, how 
ever, they fail to break, foam forms 
which may rise quickly through the va 
por space and boil over Probably some 
soaps are less likely than others to cause 
vigorous foaming, but we have no in 
formation on individual soap character 


istics 


Since most stills are small, for pur- 
poses of economy and convenience, the 
vapor-release area may also be rather 
small. Foaming action in small cross 
section stills, for example, is usually 
more troublesome than in larger sizes 
Various gadgets and operating methods 
have been employe d to make the small 
stills ope rate satisfactorily, but perh ips 
the most useful and economical proce 
dure is to reduce pressure of the steam 
on the heating coil and to use steam 
sweeping tor speeding distillation. An- 
other suggestion that may be helpful 
insulate the still (and the pipe to the 
condenser, if separate), so that the maxi 
mum amount of heat is used for distill

One short year ago these four radical departures 
from accepted cleaning room technique would have 
been questioned by every plantowner in America. Now 
they are part of STREET’s method for conductivity 
control. Today, as a result of extensive commercial 
use in hundreds of representative plants, an ever- 
growing segment of the industry has already recognized 
STREET'S conductivity control plan as the missing link 
in the otherwise highly efficient two-bath method.

Now STREET'S ignores the water content of the fabrics 
before cleaning because the automatic controller intro 
duces only enough water during the cleaning of each 
load to maintain the electrical conductivity value of 
the filtered 4°, solution which was present before the 
fabrics were entered. The combined water of the 
fabrics and the 4°, solution is the same for each load, 
regardless of weather conditions, thanks to STREET'S 
AuTomMatTic CoNnbucTIVvITY CONTROL UNIT. 


The conductivity unit is designed for the specific 
purpose of maintaining a predetermined condition in 
the activated solvent. The requisites for this condi- 
tion were not found in any text books on physics or 
chemistry. They are the result of long and tedious ex- 
perimental work in commercial dry cleaning plants 
conducted simultaneously with a highly technical re- 
search program pertaining to a study of micelle forma- 
tion in non-aqueous solutions. Practical craftsmen on 
STREET'S staff were assigned to the former. Two PhD’s, 
both specialists in colloidal chemistry, were assigned 
to the latter, and the pure research involved in their 
assignment led to findings of so much interest to science 
in general as to invite the reading of their paper on 
micelles at the 12/]st National Meeting of the American 
Chemical Society held at Buffalo in March of 1952. A 
signal honor for a dry cleaning soap manufacturer. 

Months and years were spent in comparing the de 
tergency produced by different types of detergents in 
a wide variation of concentrations with wide variations 
of added water and wide variations in the degree of 
solubilization of the added water. In narrowing down 
the choice of formulas due consideration was given to 
the practicability of each formula from the standpoint 
of cost per hundred pounds of fabrics cleaned as well 
as adaptability to filtration and distillation. 

The cleaning bath finally selected as coming closest 
to providing for the elimination of wet cleaning, with- 
out excessive wrinkling or other deleterious effects on 
textiles, and yet capable of meeting the practical re- 
quirements of a commercial dry cleaning plant, com- 
prised a 4°, solution of FORMULA 886 in which water 
was dispersed in such a way as to form spherical (or 
nearly spherical) micelles, small enough to pass through 
the pressure filter and yet not so small as to reduce 
detergency. In this state the 4‘; solution is perfectly 
clear, and its water content cannot be detected by the 
naked eye. However, if they could be made visible, 
these micelles would appear as tiny capsules, each 
consisting of a shell formed by 886, with minute quan- 
tities of water contained within each shell. 

Inasmuch as the cleaning room worker had no 
facilities for determining when this condition existed, 
STREET'S started a research program for the design of 
suitable equipment for use by the layman in com- 
mercial plant practice. It was determined that the 
micelles reached the desired size and shape when the 
solubilized water in the filtered 4°; 886 solution im- 
parted electrical conductivity to the solvent which 
came within a relatively narrow range of values. A 
direct correlation was between the con- 
ductivity values of a 4°; 886 solution and the micelle 
formations within the solution. It followed that if the 
conductivity could be controlled, the micelle forma- 
tion would be controlled, providing that the solubiliz- 
ing agent remained the same.

There are three principal components: (a) the elec- 
trode assembly, (b) the Solubridge controller and (c) 
the automatic water dispenser. 


observed 
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The function of the electrode assembly is to trans- 
mit the electrical conductivity imparted by the 4°; 
solution to the Solubridge controller. The Solubridge 
automatically controls the water dispenser. The water 
dispenser introduces water automatically into the suc 
tion side of the filter pump. 

STREET'S research staff, aided by a fellowship with 
an internationally recognized research foundation, de- 
veloped an electrode assembly designed specifically 
for use in the pipe line on the discharge side of the 
filter. The 4°; solution of 886 and solubilized water 
flow through the electrode assembly in the same con- 
dition as when contacting the fabrics in the washer. 
This electrode assembly, for which STREET’s spent 
many thousands of dollars in developing, designing 
and for patterns, is the heart of the conductivity unit. 

The investment in this electrode assembly is too 
great to permit selling it at what would appear on the 
surface as a reasonable price. Therefore, STREET'S 
places this part of the unit with its customers without 
charge and with a certificate of authorization for its 
use. In addition to the pending patent on the over-al! 
plan for conductivity control in drycleaning, STREET'S 
also filed for a separate patent on this one specific 
component of the unit. The balance of the conductivity 
unit comprises standard parts which STREET’s pro- 
cures, assembles and ships prepaid to the customer 
at standard list prices, which results in a net loss to 
STREET'S on the transaction. 

When the conductivity value is lowered as a result 
of the fabrics having removed some of the water from 
the 4°; 886 solution, the Solubridge controller auto 
matically opens a solenoid valve which permits water 
to enter the suction side of the pump until the original 
conductivity value has been reached. The setting of 
the dial determines this value. A pilot light is lit auto 
matically whenever water is entering the line. When 
this solenoid valve is again closed, a second solenoid 
valve is automatically opened to permit water from 
the city water line to enter the water container which 
is equipped with a float valve to prevent overflow. It 
is impossible for both valves to be open at the same 
time. If the valve to the suction line should fail to 
close, no more water could enter the 4‘; solution than 
is held in the water container at the level at which the 
float valve is set. It is impossible for a steady stream 
of water to flow into the 4‘, solution from the water 
line. The whole operation is automatic. The exact 
amount of water is always present, regardless of 
weather conditions. The only manual operation is 
testing the solution to maintain a concentration of 
886 between 3.8; and 4.2‘; at all times. 

Conductivity control reduces the fire hazard when 
cleaning with petroleum solvents in that it eliminates 
the static otherwise present. The current passing 
through the electrode assembly and Solubridge con 
troller presents not even the slightest hazard in that 
it never exceeds one ten-thousandth of one ampere 

0.0001 ampere). 


A good starting point, while using the calibration 
on the particular plate in current use, is at a value of 
.7 in petroleum solvent and .6 in synthetic solvent. 

These are not fixed values. There must be some

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allowance for the variance in standards established by 
individual operators; for the variance in original con 
ductivity of different solvents; and for the variance in 
impurity buildup in different 4°; solutions. 

Long experience has disclosed that if the filtered 
solvent is activated with the recommended 4°‘, of 
FORMULA 886, setting the dial at .7 for petroleum and 
.6 for synthetic provides for the optimum in cleaning 
efficiency with the optimum in safety in the majority 
of plants. At these points the automatic controls in 
troduce sufficient water so as to charge the 4‘, solu 
tion with filterable micelles of the shape and size 
which impart the desired electrical conductivity to the 
filtered solution 


Conditions in one plant may prompt the operator 
to set the dial a point higher, while conditions in 
another plant may call for a setting of a point lower. 
This flexibility, if not abused, does not materially 
alter the size and shape of the micelles, providing the 
dial is never set lower than .5 or higher than .9. The 
complete dial is calibrated for a wide range of values 
from .3 to 3.3, but our activities are restricted to the 


relatively narrow range of .5 to .9. See next pager 
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Once the right setting is established, the dial is not 
changed. Regardless of changes in relative humidity, 
and regardless of variances in materials being cleaned, 
the dial remains fixed. The same formula is used for 
all classifications and in all types of weather. Nothing 
is left to the resourcefulness of the operator as far as 
the introduction of water is concerned. That is com 
pletely automatic. However, the operator must be 
relied upon for the manual testing of the 4°; 886 solu- 
tion through the use of StREET’s STRONG Soap TEstT 
Kir, as it is important to maintain a constant 4°; 
concentration in order to produce the desired shape 
and size of the filterable micelles which are so neces- 
sary for the near elimination of wet cleaning without 
deleterious effects on the fabrics.

It was stated above that when using STREET'S 
method of conductivity control the same formula is 
used for all classifications. The same 4°; 886 solution 
is used for all, and the setting of the dial is not 
changed when a load of whites follows a load of darks; 
or when a load of rainwear follows a load of silks; or 
when a load of soft woolens follows a load of spun 
rayon pants 

However, the same precautions should be recog- 
nized in determining running time as recognized in the 
old methods of cleaning. You previously resorted to 
only a very brief run in the washer while cleaning cer- 
tain fragiles because normal mechanical action would 
result in damage to the fragiles. Take exactly the same 
practicing conductivity control 
certain fabrics, such as 


precautions when 
You previously held out 
Angora wool, for cleaning by hand, because even the 
slightest mechanical action would cause felting. Take 
the same precautions now. No more or no less. 

It is also important to observe the same old pre 
cautions in tumbling soft woolens by limiting tumbler 
temperature to 140°F for this classification. 

When cleaning the standard classifications, use as 
a starting point a running time of 30 minutes on con- 
tinuous with the 4°, 886 solution in petroleum solvent 
and 10 minutes in synthetic solvent. These recom- 
mendations are advantageous in that the additional 
mechanical action from longer running time not only 
contributes to the removal of more soil, but also per- 
mits efficient functioning of the automatic controls for 
the introduction of water. 


In plants where inadequate equipment in relation 
to tonnage cleaned demands more loads per day, the 
running time may be reduced to 20 minutes on 4°; in 
petroleum and 8 minutes in synthetic. This sacrifice 
is not recommended unless absolutely necessary. If 
necessary to reduce time on some loads, but not on 
all, then select soft woolens and whites for the re- 
duction. 

When time permits, increase the running time on 
rainwear, reversibles, spun rayon slacks and sport 
shirts which are not affected by added mechanical 
action, and which are usually more severely soiled 
with both ground-in soil and water soluble soil. The 
added time helps materially in the removal of both 
types.
